_Tho Government of the United States and 
the varioks Australian.’ Governmonts object | 
to “tho immigration of Chinose, In ouch 
case tho popular. vote haa guided’ the -Gu- 
vernment, “Those who admit’ that the 
abjection tothe influx of Chinese into an 
Anglo-Saxon community is well founded 
will probably acknowledge that the objection 
ip-roally stronger in: Anatralia than in the 
United States. Nevertheless tho United 
States havo succcaded. where tha Australian 
Govornments have failed. It wea annonn- 
ced in New York on thu 14th of March. that 
4a treaty betwoen the United States und 
China prohibiting the ontry of Chincee 
Inbourers into the United States for a period 
of twenty years has been signed, Whilst 
this cifectual remedy jis. bewn avcured fur 
the United Stutes, tho Australian colonics 
are still fighting the. question with their 
handa tied. _

diplomacy. hud succeeded, the Premier uf 
Queensland issued an address to the North 
Brisbane clectura in which he declares his 
belief that all Quoensland oan be cultivated 
by whites, and that the Chinese should be 
oxchided ; but the exclusion is to ba partial.
